” 10,087 houses were destroy ed by 
Saturday 's shock and the tidal wave 
and tire that followed. 
It is stated th a t it is still impos­ 
sible to estimate accurately the n um ­ 
ber of dead, hut the few’ official fig­ 
ures indicate a loss of more than 
50,000 lives in Tokio and Yokohama 
combined. 
Reports from outly ing 
districts wiU he slow in coming in. 
Yokohama apparently has 
been 
spared the ravages of cholera thus 
far at least. 
A larming reports of the plague 
reached here y esterday , hut 
these 
were not followed by any more dis­ 
patches regarding cholera, and 
it 
was hoped first reports were e r r on ­ 
eous or exaggerated. 
Relief w’ork goes on apace. 
The 
fires are out, and rumblings have 
largely subsided, hut still there are 
places where knockings and mutter- 
ings beneath the surface cause in­ 
h abitants to live in a state of per­ 
petual terror. 
The village of Gotemha near the 
scene of the disaster at Fuji spinning 
mills, which collapsed in S a turda y ’s 
quake and buried hundreds of girl 
employ ees in the ruins, is a strange 
sight these day s. 
Word 
coming 
from 
the 
town, 
which is largely in ruins, say s that 
when occasional rumblings occur the 
population, fearing Fuji is about to 
erupt, rush from w hat remains of 
their houses. 
Over their heads they 
hold doors from tumbled dwellings 
and screens of corrugated iron to 
protect themselves from a shower of 
burn in g ashes. 
Foreigners report 
there is little reason for ap prehen­ 
sion. alth ough the sacred m ountain 
is undoubtedly disturbed, but 
not 
sufficiently to cause an eruption.

The volcano, simultaneously with 
the earthquake, burst forth in er up ­ 
tion spreading destruction

where within its reach, and then as 
if its fury hud been spent in one 
great effort it collapsed from sight 
into the sea.

the volcano struck a blow at hum an

Landslides began from the bluffs 
and hills as the earth crumbled, un ­ 
able to withstand the strain of the 
tremors.

I il ANGEI» CONDITIONS OKS ANO i'll ANGE 


I n spite of the pessimism in England, resulting from the un­ 
employment which constitutes England’« major problem, there are 
w riters who are pointing out that what iH true of the present 
has been true of the past and that all that is necessary is a recog­ 
nition of the facts that readjustm ents must be made in the face 
of changed conditions. These writers point out that industry and 
commerce must rc-appraiae the world’s needs and, after having 
done so, mak e necessary readjustments in industry and commerce 
lor the purpose of meeting those needs and thereby restoring 
those who are unemployed to their places in the industry of the 
country. 
A few months ago a w riter in the Manchester Guardian said: 
“Lancashire has to face disaster or decay. 
And the cotton 
trade, great as it is, isn’t everything. We are a great engineering 
center and set up our machinery in all quarters of the globe. One 
of Lancashire’s specialties is tex tile machinery, and the looms 
and spindles which compete with us in India, China or Japan may 
come from places lik e Oldham and Bury. 
And why, it haH some­ 
times been ask ed, do we contribute so effectually to the competi­ 
tion which the pessimists of a great generation predicted would 
undo us? 
Well, that has been thought out and argued out. 
It 
we refused to supply machinery to our competitors it would give 
an immense impetus to others who are capable of supplying it. 
Certainly it would not prevent competition, though it might delay 
it a little. 
We are « 11 the better for this important industry, and 
in spite of it our cotton trade manages to hold its own. 
When 
our commodities are imitated and produced in other countries— 
and that isn’t always easy— we mak e something else. 
There is 
a sense in which we live by our wits." 
Such a statement is lik ely to check the criticisms of those 
who would remedy the ills of the commercial and industrial or­ 
der by waving a wand. 
England manufactures machinery in 
Lancashire which is used by competitors of the tex tile interests of 
the same county but she must do this to employ her people. 
At 
this time, as at other times in the past, a readjustment is neces­ 
sary. 
This readjustment will *equire the best thought and initi­ 
ative of a people who have survived more than one critical period. 
Unless the wits of the industrial and commercial leaders are 
sharpened so that they can meet this emergency by mak ing the 
necessary changes in manufacturing and in mark ets the people 
will lace disaster or decay. 
If the problem is beyond the intel­ 
ligence of the nation’s leaders this must happen. 
The people 
cannot save themselves by legislation or In any other way, they de­ 
pend upon their industrialists.

The producers possess 
« his power, and by its use they might develop an interest in low 
grade pictures, but to their credit it must he said that this is not 
their intention. 
They are pledged to produce better pictures and 
they are attem pting to fulfill this pledge. 
If it is fulfilled it will 
be through the cooperation of the people who wish to have better 
pictures. Those who have criticized pictures in the past and have 
stayed away from the theatres, because of some one picture they 
saw which insulted their sense of what was propef, will do well 
to encourage this attem pt to produce and ex hibit better pictures. 
Unless those who want good pictures patronize the theatres that 
ex hibit good pictuies, the time must come when the producers 
will produce the k ind of pictures demanded, not by the morally 
upright who stay away from the theatres, but by the sensation­ 
alists and sensualists who are always ready to rush in when some­ 
thing is advertised which suggests that they will find what they 
enjoy. 
It is certain that there will be scenes that certain persons 
will condemn but pictures cannot be artificial and truthful. 
The 
world is not a paradise, not yet, and if the pictures are to 
Ik* true 
to life they will offend some as life itself oti'ends some. 
Better 
I he offense of these than artificiality that misrepresents life and 
lik e much other teaching is not helpful when the day of disillu­ 
sionment comes. 
Nevertheless, mask s have their place in this 
world and it would be well to have the mask draw n over some 
scenes when the unmask ed face and form is revolting. 
There are 
different ways of telling the truth and the nak ed truth is not al­ 
ways beneficial either in conversation or on the screen.

Hughes said, “ While I do not undertak e to speak officially' upon 
this subject (the subject of boundary w aters), I may tak e the 
liberty of stating as my personal view that we should do much to 
foster our friendly relations and to remove sources of misunder­ 
standing and possible irritation, if we were to have a permanent 
body of our most distinguished citizens acting as a commis­ 
sion * * 
The secretary of state is moving slowly hut surely in the di- 
lection of cooperative relations between the United 
Sta tes and 
other 
peo ples, and many who are fearful of closer relations with 
Europe will agree that anything that tends to improve the rela­ 
tions between Canada and the United States and to prevent mis­ 
understanding that might 
lea d to irritation should be tried. 
The North American idea, which 
is common to the po » pies at 
lH>th sides of the border, should be protected by cordial relations 
between the two peoples. 
It is unthink able that anything should 
arise that would bring them into conllict, but, even tliougn this 
may be commonly felt, no stone should be left unturned in the 
effort to guarantee a speedy settlement of such questions as may 
arise relative to the boundary and other subjects that may come 
up from time to time.

Cli AN (JED CONDITIONS DEMAND CHANCE 


I n spite of the pessimism in England, resulting from the un 
employment which constitutes England’s major problem, there are 
writers who are pointing out that what is true of the present 
has been true of the past and that all that is necessary is a recog­ 
nition of tile facts that readjustments must be made in the face 
of changed conditions. These writers point out that industry and 
commerce must re-appraise the world’s needs and, after having 
done so, make necessary readjustments in industry and commerce 
for the purpose of meeting those needs and thereby restoring 
those who are unemployed to their places in the industry of the 
country. 
A few months ago a writer in the Manchester Guardian said: 
“Lancashire has to face disaster or decay. 
And the cotton 
trade, great as it is, isn’t everything. We are a great engineering 
center and set up our machinery in all quarters of the globe. One 
of Lancashire’s specialties is textile machinery, and the looms 
and spindles which compete with us in India, China or Japan may 
come from places like Oldham and Bury. And why, it has some­ 
times been asked, do we contribute so effectually to the competi­ 
tion which the pessimists of a great generation predicted would 
undo us? 
Well, that has been thought out and argued out. 
If 
we refused to supply machinery to our competitors it would give 
an immense impetus to others who are capable of supplying it. 
Certainly it would not prevent competition, though it might delay 
it a little. We are all the better for this important industry, and 
in spite of it our cotton trade manages to hold its own. 
When 
our commodities are imitated and produced in other countries— 
and that isn’t always easy—we make something else. 
There is 
a sense in which we live by our wits.” 
Such a statement is likely to check the criticisms of those 
who would remedy the ills of the commercial and industrial or­ 
der by waving a wand. 
England manufactures machinery in 
Lancashire which is used by competitors of the textile interests of 
the same county but she must do this to employ her people. 
At 
this time, as at other times in the past, a readjustment is neces­ 
sary. 
This readjustment will require the best thought and initi­ 
ative of a people who have survived more than one critical period. 
Unless the wits of the industrial and commercial leaders arc 
sharpened so that they can meet this emergency by making the 
necessary changes in manufacturing and in markets the people 
will face disaster or decay. 
It the problem is beyond the intel­ 
ligence of the nation’s leaders this must happen. 
The people 
cannot save themselves by legislation or in any other way, they de­ 
pend upon their industrialists. 


GREATER MOVIE SEASON 


Since Will Hays assumed the task of “umpire” between the 
producers of motion pictures and the public there has been a 
marked improvement in the quality of the pictures. 
When the 
former postmaster general entered upon this position there were 
those who spoke of him as the “conscience” of the producers and 
distributors, suggesting that he was to be a kind of buffer behind 
wrhom the producers and distributors would hide while he sought 
to quiet the criticisms of a public aroused through the screening 
of objectionable pictures. 
Such writers were mistaken, for the 
former postmaster general brought to his new office tested ability, 
political sagacity and a knowledge of the public, and the services 
he has already rendered assure the public that the quality of the 
pictures offered in the future will be of a better grade. 
The Greater Movie Season which opened August 25 and will

these the public is invited to cooperate with the producers and 
exhibitors who are ready to serve the public because their com­ 
mercial interests will be best secured through serving the public 
and supplying what the public demands. 
Only through the cooperation of the public will a bettor movie 
standard be reached. 
Censorship must fail, and already several 
states have voted against state censorship ^criticism that stands 
off and condemns will not do much good. 
The movie is here to 
stay and Thomas A. Edison considers it the greater power for 
influencing the public iii America today. 
The producers possess 
this power, and by its use they might develop an interest in low 
grade pictures, but to their credit it must be said that this is not 
their intention. They arc pledged to produce better pictures and 
they are attempting to fulfill this pledge, 
lf it is fulfilled it will 
he t hrough the cooperation of the people who wish to have better 
pictures. Those who have criticized pictures in the past and have 
stayed away from tho theatres, because of some one picture they 
saw which insulted their sense of what was propef, will do well 
to encourage this attempt to produce and exhibit better pictures. 
Unless those who want good pictures patronize the theatres that 
exhibit good pictures, the time must come when the producers 
will produce the kind of pictures demanded, not by the morally 
upright who stay away from the theatres, but by the sensation­ 
alists and sensualists who are always ready to rush in when some­ 
thing is advertised which suggests that they will find what they 
enjoy. 
It is certain that there will be scenes that certain persons 
will condemn but pictures cannot be artificial and truthful. 
The 
world is not a paradise, not yet, and if the pictures are to be true 
to life they will offend some as life itself offends some. 
Better 
the offense of these than artificiality that misrepresents life and 
like' much other teaching is not helpful when the day of disillu­ 
sionment comes. 
Nevertheless, masks have their place in this 
world and it would be well to have the mask drawn over some 
scenes when the unmasked face and form is revolting. 
There are 
different ways of telling the truth and the naked truth is not al­ 
ways beneficial either in conversation or on the screen.

Hughes said, “While I do not undertake to speak officially upon 
this subject (the subject of boundary waters), I may take the 
liberty of stating as my personal view that we should do much to 
foster our friendly relations and to remove sources of misunder­ 
standing and possible irritation, if we were ti) have a permanent 
body of our most distinguished citizens acting as a commis­ 
sion 
* *.” 
The secretary of state is moving slowly but surely in the di- 
rection of cooperative relations between the United States and 
other peoples, and many who are fearful of closer relations with 
Europe will agree that anything that tends to improve the rela­ 
tions between Canada and the United States and to prevent m?s- 
understanding that might lead to irritation should be dried. 
The North American idea, which is common to the peoples at 
both sides of the border, should be protected by cordial relations 
between the two peoples. 
It is unthinkable that anything should 
Brise that would bring them into conflict, but. even though this 
may be commonly felt, no stone should be left unturned in the 
effort to guarantee a speedy settlement of such q u e s t i o n s as may 
arise relative to the boundary and other subjects that may come 
up from time to time.
